With  the  implementation  of  the  new  Acquisitions,  Classification  and  Shipment 
Information  System  (ACSIS),  all  alphabetical  characters  in  Superintendent  of  Documents 
Classification  numbers  will  be  capitalized.  You  will  notice  the  effect  of  this  policy  change  in 
your  shipping  lists,  cataloging  records  in  the  Monthly  Catalog  and  on  the  GPO  Cataloging 
Tape,  in  the  upcoming  issue  of  the  List  of  Classes  and  all  other  products  where  the 
Superintendent  of  Documents  Classification  number  is  used. 

This  change  was  implemented  to  provide  consistency  in  the  transcription  of  the  classification 
number.
